ROBERT FOGLER HANGED AT WASHING-
TON, PA., YESTERDAY.

HORRID HLUNDERING OF THE EXECUTIONER—Q0X-
FREBION OF THE CULFRIT, BTC,

WaAsHINGTOR, Washington county, Pn,, May
18— Hobert Foglor, executed Wrdny, is Lhe first
crimioal who has expiated s erline npon the
gallows In this couniy for thirty-five years,
and the third in all. Thoongh executions are
somewhat of A rarity, marder 18 not unknown,
and the county Jall has &t presant two men
nud one woman awalting trial upon that
charge,

THE CRIME,

Fogler and hix confederals murdered an old
man named Dinsmore, In Doeember last, He
was arrested the following day by Sherlfl
Emith, and his ucc-m&ljlce, abe Montgomery,
son of a former member of Congress, nbout a
week aflterwards. Both were lrlied fn Mureh
last, Fogler was tound golity and Montgomery
acquitt Of Fogler very little Is known.
He, when a boy, was taken from the House of
Refugo., in Fitsburg, by & Mmrmer In the
counly, with whom hellved until the breaking
out of the war, when ho entered the army,

where he remained two years. His phy-
Blognomy 18 nol pleasing, his features
bein conrse and heavy:; vet there s
nothiog forbldding In the expression of
his countenanpce, or thnat woal lead one

Lo suppose that he could be capable of eoncoot-
ing such a crime as he has just explated, A
cousip, n female, was constaut in ber uitend-
Ance on him up te the last moment, By a
peremgtory order of the court all visltors were
denled aocess 1o him, save by spiritual advisers
and such of his relatives as mlght choose to
visit him. e partook of his supper lust even
ing a8 if he vninyml it, and sppeared to have
earned the good opinion of the Sterit! and his
keepers by hig tractuble disposition and unxlely
toavold giving trouble. His spiritual advisers,
Rev, Messrs, \*’nu&lnn and Herr, of the Metho-
dist Chureh, remained with him all nignht, as
indeed did oueofthom the two previous nights.

HI1S LAST MORNING,

When your correspondent called, at an early
hour this morning, he was informed by one of
the keepers that the prisoner was still asleep,
and had as bedfellow one of Lne clergymen
above named, He enjoyed about Lhree nours
and a half of tranquil repose, and when he
awoke expressed himsell as faellmi refreshed.
He heakiasted about 7 o'clock, and during the
mornlng possessed full commmandof his feelings,

The morning passed, bringlng totown anuo-
be r of pountry folks bent npon seelng what was
1o be seen, but in thus particular Washington
does not compire with other pluces visited by
your correspondent on errands of a slnmllar
claraeter,

The mwet that Fogler had prepared a confes.
slon excited general curiosity Lo know who he
would Implicate, and served to keep In town
quite n number who otherwise would have
been glad to bhave sought more hospliable
quarters than were offered in the streets, upon
which a steady ralo hed beal ulmost without
intermission up to 1 o'clock,

At 1 o'clock the Sheriff had concluded his
arrapgements, and the jury and others were
invited Into the outer court-yard, where they
presented thelr tckets, and were admitied to
the roene of the future execution. Some fow
minutes elapsed, in whleh the prisoner could
be heard singing with the clergymen In at-
tendance hymns of prajse. The sun at this
period made s appearance, as if in mockery of
the scone 80 soon Lo be enacted,

and I made it up togo to Dinsmore’'s and rob
bim., We started from town on s certaln night
Logether, shortly nfter dark. We were armed
with a Colt's navy revolver, the same sbhown o
Court., 1 got cariridges for the plstol st the
store of bert I)uu!nm. We took a box of
boot blacking along, for the purpose of blacking
our bands and faces. We applied the binoking
with a shaving brush in the stable at Willlam
Montgomery's belore starting to Mr. Dins-
more’s,. 'We wore army overcosats and old worn-
out sllk hats, We got the blacking and brash
at| the grocery of James Montgomery, before
leaving town.

The unfortunate mnn prooecds stop by stop
in his narmation of the minutost particalars of
the plot that was postpoued on the firkt oooa
slon nutll & more opportune perlod, and which
finally was earried out nnder such n gulse as
described, and which cost olm his life. He
tells, also, what ocotrred after the tragedy, He
allegea that Jim Montgomery sald 1o him on
thé morning after the murder, referring Lo
Babe, his brother—*"Fagler, yon fellows pliayed
hell out there last nlght. Youn thovght one ball
was not enough, and so you putiwo in Dins-
more."

The parration 18 graphieally minute, even
to the situations, conversatlons, and the like,
until his arrest and confinement ln prison. He
oharges that Babe Monlgomery cat Lhe doconsad
with a knife, the blade of which he saw glitter
distinetly, and says also that he did not lotend
o commit murder.

WALNING TO THE YOUNG,

He concludes by saying that he made the
confession voluntarlly, not that he antlolpated
any benefit from It in this world, but O un-
burden his mind and prepare for another and
battor world, He warns the young not to follow
in s foolsteps, and cautions the public agalust
any statements that may purport o8 comlog
irom him after he is dead,

THE MOBILE RIOT.

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS OF THE
ATTACK ON JUDGE KELLEY.
FOUR PERRONS KILLED AND FIFTERN TO TWENTY
WOUNDED—THE LEADER OF THE MOB ARRESTED,

MonpiLe, Ala,, May 16.—I have learned farther
particulars of Lhe fatal affray ol last night. As
far as Known three or four persons were killed,
nnd from fifteen to twenly wounded.

The lender, David Files, who flred the first
shot at Chlef of Police Charpentler, Is the only
one arrested, It s sald that he almed directly
at Judge Kelley, He was held to ball this
morping in §5000 by Mayor Withers, but has not
yel oblnined bounds,

It is certaln that the attack on the negroes
was continued for a considerab!e distance from
| the gcene of actlon, as muany were shot five or

slx squures off,

Shots were fired from the roof of astore kept
by Mr. Wolf, directly opposite the stand, and
from the windows of & houseé kept by o mnan
named Brooks, at the corner of Royal street,
It is belleved here thal shols were also fired
from Lhe sice window of John Forsylh's house
—edilor of the Regisier—which overlooks the
stand, I ocannot vouch for the truth of this, as
I satin front of the window, und the ball must
have struck behind me,

Upon visiUng the scene thls morning I dis-
covered how we who occupied thestand escaped
so well, The firing was evidently too low, as
the largest number of buliet marks are on the
brick work of the Esplunade. Fiveor six balls
struck the front of the bulding to the right and

APPEARANUR ON THE SCAFFOLD,

At thirty minutes past 1 o'clock the prisoner
made his appearance, in company with the
Bhenf and his spiritual advisars, He looked
s if dressed for an evening party. He was
attired in a new sult of broadeloth, and his face
was cleanly shaved, while his bools were even
polished to n nieety. He ascended the scaffold
with a cheerful step, and when Lhere looked
around inan unconcerned though not bopstfal
manner. Oneof the clergymen sald it was a
solemn occrslon, and he callied upon all present
to join with blm in a petition to the Almighty.
Every one ln the court-yard knelt during this
gervice, and It was noticed that the prisoner
was deeply moved,as was the Sherifl, and, in
fact, nlf present, Various ejaculations were
uttered, and on a referenca belug mwade 1o Lhe
atopement, the prisoner, ln A fervenl manner,
ejnculated, "Thank Goa "

HI8 LAST PRAYER.

At the conclusion of the prayer the prisoner
stepped to tne front of Lhe platform, with &
nm{’emem in his hand, which he sald contained
a full confession of his awful gullt and crime
which he desired to make before he died. “f
die.” hecontinned, “trusting to the Lord Jesus;
1 dfe trusting in one who 18 mighty to save;
thank the Bnerifl; I trustI will meet all who
are here present 1n heaven.” He concluded his
address with the request, dellvered in a firm
volce, that it would be published In the Plits-
burg, Washington, and Beaver counly papers,
The Sheriflf now proceeded to handeull the
prisoner and tie nis feet, which were bound
with & white cloth. He even bent his head to
receive the iatal noose, and offered the follow-

rayer:—
N J&us! recelve my spirit. Conduct me
safe through the valley aud sifadow of death,
Thou didet save the thief on the cross, and
cansl forglve even the clilef of sinners. O Jcauu.
recelve me into Thy arms,"”

The Sheriflf was about, at this juncturs, put-
ting the white cowl over the culprit's face,
when he made the request of the Sherlll’ Lo kiss
him, which the latter complied with, The
white cowl was allowed to fall, snd the moment
of suspeuse had arrived. The prisoner, in a
beuaechlng voice, exclalmed, “Go Lo sleep, my

1o an instant the trap fell, and the prisoner
was suspended, with his toes touching the
ground. A ory of horror ran through tue
crowd, The Sherifl, who a moment before ap-
peared unmanned, rogained his composure
and called for msslsiance, when several men
mounted the seaffold in obedlence to his call;
but & stropg-nerved individual in the assem-
blage tock the rope In his hands and actually
held the guivering lomp of flesh suspended
pome one fool from the ground, while theSherifl
and Deputies arranged the tackle to run It up
agaln, For several minutes aftor this the bod
underwent severs contortions, snd the death
was far from belng an easy one, His nock, v
was afterwards discovered, was not broken by
the fall, and he died from strangulation,

Whila the thrilling scene described above way
belng enncted the raln began to iall in torrents,
and jury, deputies, and repociers were ouly Loo

ad to seek other refuge. The body was placed

n n neat coffl .nesrovwed by one or two friends
of the decessed, and the remnins were after-
wards given up for interment.

The departure of Jefferson Davis from Rich-
mond in the stepmsbip Nisgara, on Taesday
night at 10 o’cloek, and his anijoipated arrival
here last night, created considerable luterest in
the publie mind, and a Jdesire on the part of
many (o secure a Jﬂlnpm of the greal State
wrisoner who figured so notorionsly in tho late
tebelllon in the cause of treason, and whose
oareer, after two years of imprisonment in
Fortress Monroe, has resulted in & lemporary
rolense In wrms 80 slgnificant as to make the
prosumption natural that his trisl before Lh}E
Court at Richmond will “end In smoke
During last evening a few carious individuals
moved down along the narrow, dirty wiy leaq-
ing to Pler 21, North River, whare Lthe Niagara
wiik ex pected to arrlve,and made inquiries as Lo
whether the “stern statesman' had yet arrlved;
bot Ume and agaln lllely were foroed Lo return
by negativereplies, The Niagara was due here
at midoight. It was ruwored that he would
stop at the Astor House; but it was belleved
that hils presence there would not be desirnble,
and thal if application were made for 8000 mmo-
dations he would be depled the same, In Ac-
cordance with a declsion of the propriotor, Not
desiringany publiedemonstration for or ngainst
him, 1t was understood that bhe would avall
himeell of the hosplialities offered him by rrl—
vale friends In the city, rather than sabject
himsolf to the desagremens lnseputuble from
siaying at o hotel, His sojourn here will be
very brief, his main object in travelling north
being to visit his children, who are belng edi-
cated In Montreal, Canadu.

A private box bas been engaged for him and
his fflends this alternoon at  the French Thea-
tre, on the oceasion of Ristoil’'s matinee per-
formance of *Laay Macbelh," for the beneflt,
in ald of and upder the patronnge of the
ludies of the Southern Hellef Assoclatlon,

At ten minutes before 12 o'clock last night
the boat landed at the pler, and, save a jew
backmen, no one was In attendance lo see
the visitor, Someo delay ensued befors Lhe
passengers began to move out on the pler. A
squad of policemen were ln atlendance Lo pre-
serve order If necessary,

AL 12 o'clock Mr, Davis made his appearance,
walking oul on the plank from Lhe boal with &
slow, firm step, dressed in dark, steel-mixed
cloth, with a heavy overcoat loosely thrown
over him. In countensnce he appeared thin
and pale, bul was characterized by Lne same
look of firm determination and dellberito
Judgment for wiiloh be has always been re
markable, He wore a black Kossuth hat, low
in the crown and wide 1o the rim, bent lnto the
three-cornered peuk, a la mildaire. Fol
lowing him were his brother, General
Joseplh Davis, of Misslasippl, late of the
Conrederale Army, his wile, her slster,
Miss Howell, nnd Dr. Craven, Dr. Craven's
son, nnd Frank Pearson, of Newark, who also
came up with the party. Tuhese entered hacks,
aud after some little delay were driven Lo Lhe
New York Hotel. Notbhing was sald !ﬁy.\lr
Davis except to bid adieu to Captaln Black-
mun, of tbe Niagarn, nnd thank him for the
courtesy extended him while on the vornﬁe.
The health of Mr. Davis 1s represented by his
I:\byllulan as belng lmi:roved somewhal since
118 departure from HRiehmond. Dr. Craven

came on board the Nisgara at Quaraniine,
and the Doctor's son accompani the rLy
from the Iate Rebel capital. Mr. Davis is

represantedushnvina been in cheerfal spirits
during the voyage,and as having commmunionted
freely with the passengers on genersl subjects,
avolding, however, any allusions Lo pol toal
aflairs, elther of the past or present. Ho s sald
to have displayed conslderabie of that vigor,
flueney, and elegance of couversational power
which bave peen remarked on aent oooa-
slops before. On their depariure m Rich-
mond, on Tvesday nlght at 10 o'clock, every-
thing is represented as having been qulet there,
little or no enthosiasm baing munifested, ax-
cept occasionnl cheering from  persoual
friends. The cavalry were all ont, and were
statloned at the corners of the streets A
severe thunder shower fell about the time the
boat was leaving Hlohmond, and Lhe wind
blew a perfect hurrienne. Ou arriving at Nor-
folk Mr. Davis went ashore and visited some
friends there. Amoog these A cordlal greeting
met him, but no popularenthusiasm was mani-
fested, There hie vislted Colonel Taylor's house
and took tea with him. Captain Blackman, of
the Niagara, dined with him at Richmond on
the day of his departure.

He will remain in this city, as surmised be-
fore, until this afternoon, when he will depart
for Canada. Charles O'Conor will visit the New
York Hotel this morning, and will escort Mr.
Davis to bis own residence, where he will re-
main as a private Fueul antil his departure.
His stay at the botel 18 represented as being a
merely temporary convenlance. On the moving
out of the hack from the pler no demounstration
of enthusinsm whatever was heard, and no ax-
pression of any feeling at all. The sireels were
well thinned out of thelr throngs of pedestrians
at that late hour, and (ke closely shat hack
wlhich contalned Mr. Davis moved along us
inpocently as If it did not contaln one who had
%0 1ecently occupled a lurge share of the public
allention. )

On reaching the New York Hotel,the appenr-
anee of the bullding demonstrated that the
preparations for Mr. Davis' arrival had been
made with the greatest possible caation. Toe
hotel was almost entirely deserted, the nume-
rous friendsof the late Confederacy who usaslly
throng its commodious halls having donbtiess
been advised that they conld best show Lhelr
friendship and attachment to Mr. Davis b
their nbsence. The front door was locked,
though benind Its glass panels might be seen
the nnxlous face of o gentieman prominently
connected with the hotel, Ass00n 68 the our-
ringe had fairly llnp{)ed. Mr. Davis and his
party were hurried Lo the privaleeniranes, and
admitted with all possible despateh. Mrs
Davis and her sister at onoo ascendsd the sialr~
cnse; but Mr, Davis himself, together with bis
prolher, stayed in the hall & few moments Lo
thank Captain Grier, who also had accompa-
nied the party, for his guardianship. Mr,
Davis seemed greatly touched with the sourtesy
and consideration extended to him by the
Northern polios officer, and expressed his ap-
preciation of it with considerable neartiness
uwod warmth,

Dr. Craven was the only member of Mr
Davis' party who remalned behind, On goln
to the office to register his name, the eler
nsked him If the names of Mr, Davis and
fumlily should also be placed upon the hotel
record. Dr, Craven at onoa replied io the nega-
tive, adding that he thought Mr, Davis would
prefer to remain strictly private. No potiee of
the fact that the late President of the so-called
Confederate Btates s staying at the hotel,
therefore, appears upon [ts reglster.

hearers, and was frequently interrupted with
loud and boisterous expressions of approval,

Mr. Charles H, Porter, of Norfolk, followed
him in a long and able speech, in which he
advocated the principles of the Republican
party, as containing the only acceptable truths
by which the colored men of the State could
ever hope to redeem themeelves from the con-
ditiom in which they now are, and advised an
unswerving support from the people of Hamp-
ton, to assist in oarrying the State by a large
Republican majority. He fult no fear for the
colored voters—he knew that thev were well
aware who were their friends and their ene-
mies, and he desired that they should put this
dividiu% line between the two when they came
to the election polls,

He spoke of the Convention held in Rich-
mond by the Union Republican party, and re-
ﬁarded the platform there adopted, and which

as been unqualifiedly approved by Senator
Wilson and O?htl‘ leading Republicans, to be
that upon which all the colored voters could
unita and fight for the protection of their rights
conferred upon them by the Reconstruction
bill. He strongly deprecated the ill-fesling
which had been oreated in Richmond between
the whites and blacks, and congratulated the
colored people of Hampton and the peninsula
upon their uniform good behavior, and the dis-
position they had always exhibited of obeying
the laws and preventing all kinds of dis-
turhances.

Mr. Porter continued at great length, and |

the utmost interest was manifested in his re-
marks.

Numerous other speakers addressed the
meeting, in & humoreus and instructive man-
ner, and after taking up the collection, the
audience dispersed about midnight, amidst

| loud cheers for the Republican party.

Hampton, where this meeting ocourred, is a
growing little village of much importance,
and with the same rate of increasing woealth
and prosperity which has marked its prograss
during the last four years, ensuing years will
place it in no inconsiderable position in this
vicinity. The influx of Northeérn merchants
and business men since it was destroyed by

General Magruder, with the assistance
of the colored people and the return-
ing old residents, have Dbuilt it up

again; and now the main street is thronged
with stores and houses of trade, which do an
extensive traflic with all the surroundin
country and negro villages. Several of the ol
prominent lawyers and doctors who went with
the Rebel army have returned, and are now
engaged in A very remunerative practics, The
regenerating hand of Northern men is avident
all through the little villages, and daring the
coming seagon the shipments of produce from
the farms by commission houses, already esta-
lished, will give it considerably more trade and
reputation.

A Republican organization has been inangn-
rated; and it was under the auspices of its
members that the mass maeeting was held last
evening. The contest for Congressional honors
in the district, when the campaigning time
arrives, promises to assume very lively
portions, and the candidate of the Republican
party, for which there are already several as-
pirants, will have but little dificulty in obtain-
ing an endless number of colered constituents
to represent in the councils at Washington.
